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Hether I am waſhing ./£th:opiars 

or no, I will not determine 3 but 

. ' I ameNxhorting the Gentlemen of 

the Facobite Party, to look about them, and 

examine, if it is not now Time to quit their 

ſinking Cauſe, avd come 3 and I cannot 

but think, it is a very uſeful Hint-to them 

whether they will accept it. or no, that they 
muft determine. 

I have form'd my Argument upon two 
Foundations. 1. Gratitude. 2. Policy — 
* That of Gratitude I have rais'd from- the 
Confideration of the Clemency and'Lenity 
of the prefent Government to them, pnder 
all the Inſults and Provocations reteiv'd'from 
them—— That the Queen has on-all Occa- 
fions born with them, not punifh'd them at 


all, or but only when forc'd by meer Ne- 
ceſſity, and then as little as rg And 
now, after all the Attempts of that Party in 
TInvaſions, Aﬀaſſinations, Riots, Preachings, 
Prayings, Prigtings— Yet, as if it. were to 
prompt their Reaion, and add to the Ar- 
gument the deſperate Circumftances of 
their Cauſe preſents to them, her Majefty 
has, to make them perfeQly cafie—Giver 
them an unuſua}, and I dare fay, an unex- 
peaecd AR of Grace Now, all their 
Hands are waſh'd clean, their Spots oblite- 
rated, their Crimes pardon'd, their Difſ- 
affeQions bury'd, Reſentment is laid by, 
Juftice pacify'd, and if they will be ſafe they 
may I carxnot doubt, but many 
of theſe Gentlemen will be won by -_ 
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Proceeding, Kindneſs has a perſuaſive Power 
upon an ingenuous Temper — And many 
of theſe Gentlemen are too much Mafter of 
Temper, not to be influenc'd by ſo much 
Goodneſs ; But becauſe ſome People are not 
to be engag'd by Kindneſs, and grow upon 
the Weakneſs, as they term it, of good Na- 
ture, TI ſhall argue with them alittle upon 
another Head, viz. The Policy, the Wiſ- 
dom, the Prudence of ſtanding out, after 
all Human Probabilities bid them deſpair ; 
and this 1s the ſecond Argument. 


2, The apparent Improbability of compaſſing 
their Deſigns. 


T1 argue this cloſely, 1 muſt examine, 
Firſt, What are the Dependencies of the 
Facobite Intereſt ? —And Secondly, What 
Condition thoſe Props are in to ſupport 
them ? 

I think it is evident, and few will diſpute 
it with me, Facobitiſm and French Power 
ftand on the ſame Foot, indeed are the 
ſame thing ; for as the laſt ebbs or flows, 
the firſt finks or ſwims; as the laſt grows 
ſtrong or weak, the firſt ftands or falls— 
Acd tho' ſome have pretended to divide be- 
tween theſe two, and to perſwade us, that 
Facobite Principles do not depend upon 
French Power, yet we find by the Conſe- 
quence of things, they cannot be ſeparated. 
— If French Power prevails abroad, Faco- 
biti/m would ſoon prevail at home 3 this 13 
lixe Moſes's Arms held up againſt the 
Moabites ;, if theſe are held up, their Party 
here are held up —And we find it true in 
its contrary; for now French Power begins 
to ak, the Facobzre Cauſe drops with it. 

How much this is to the Credit of that 
Party, let themſelves determine, who 
while they call themſelves Proteſtants, and 
talk loudly of the Proteſtant Religion, yet 
depend for their Support upon Popery vito- 
71045 ExpeCt their Refforation at the 
Price of Popilh Forces, ſh:ddjng the Blood 
of their Proteſtant Brethren ——— Nor can 
they exped, their Party or Cauſe can riſe, 
but by Popery znd Tyranny prevailing and 
rrampling upon Liderty and Proteſtant Re- 
ligion I cannot but recommend this 


Thvvght to the Coulideration of the moft 


thinking and moſt religious, of theſe Gen- 
tlemen, and wiſh they would enter-into a 
ſcrious Debate with themſelves about it. 

It remains now to examine, what Cone 
dition the French are in to ſupport theſe 
Gentlemen, fince they are their only De- 
pendencee——And really, were I not deat- 
1ng more ſeriouſly with theſe People, I could 
be very merry with the Notion of French 
Prote&ion ; but will you be pleas'd to look 
abroad a little, Gentlemen of the Facobite 
Intereſt, and view the preſent Condition of 
your great Deliverer. 

' The King of France began this laſt War 
in the Height of his old inſulting Stile—— 
In View-of his moſt exalted Hopes, and in 
almoſt the ſame Terms that he formerly 
made War with the States of Hofand—— 
Viz. That he had THOUGHT FIT in 
Engliſh thus —That tho* he had made a ſo- 
lemn Treaty with England and Holland — 
For the S-ttlement of the Spaniſh Succeſſion ; 
tho' he bad ſolemnly ſwore to the Renunci- 
ation of the Spaniſh Dominions at-the Pyre- 
nean Treaty, and had ſolemnly leagu'd with 
Spain at that time, on  this.expreſs Condi- 
tion, that the Spaniſh Monarchy ſhould ne- 
ver be annex'd to the Houſe of Botrbotewom 
Yet that upon the pretended Will of the 
late King of Spain, his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jetty had THOUGHT FIT to give his 
Grandſon Leave, fc. that is, That he ra- 
ther choſe to break in upon the ſolemg Re- 
nunciations, the Oaths and Proteſtations 
made in the Treaty at Fomerabiz, that he 
choſe to break his ſolemn League with the 
Allies, rather than not do what he thought 
fit for the Greatneſs and Glory of his An- 
bition Again, That tho” he had 
own'd the late King William, made a Peace 
with him as King of England, ſent and re- 
ceiv'd Embaſſhes to and from him as King. 

Yet upon the Pcoſpe& of the Rup- 
ture he had reſolved on, he THOUGHT 


FIT to ſay it all back again, and todreſs 


up another King of England, and.give the 
Titles of theſe Dominions' to'a Race, who 
we had outed of the Pofſeſhon, and by Law 
excluded from the Succeſſion. 

While the King of France was in a Poſture 
to treat us at this Rate, while he talk'd in 


- ſuch a Stile, as if: he had Right to do every 
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Thing in the World, and with the Princes 
of the World, that he THOUGHT FIT, 
while he could renounce Remunciations tho' 
made upon Oath, revoke Recognitions, un- 
make Leagues, unſay all Engagements, and 
pull down-to day what he buile yeſterday, 
. and all becauſe he has THOUGHT--FIT ; 
While he could do thus, I cannot ſo much 
cry down the Politicks of our Facobites, for 
being perſwaded by their Leaders to depend 
upon this mighty Monarch for reftoring 
their Cauſe—— Here was the Original 
of their Boafts ; all their Inſults of the Go- 
vernment,- and. Oppoſition- to what wiſe 
Men thought was their Jatereſt, was built 
upon this Foundation, that the French Kin 
would weather all the Storms of War, wor 
the Confederates, or tire them out in the 
War; and that at laſt they ſhould ſee the 
Confederacy weakned to:that Degree, that 
they might have a Blow for it—aad retrieve 
their Caufe. 

But after having thus far own'd the Rea 
ſons they might have for their. former 
Hopes—let would be a ſingular Favour, if 
they would be pleas'd co tell us, what they 
hope in NOW-— And if any are ſo far 
deluded to bope till—It would be a Piece of 
Service to them, to let them know what 
Condition the French are in, that they might 
examine, whetber their Hopes are rational 
. or no, and ſee, if they have got been delu- 
ded to truſt in that which has no probable 
Power to ſupygort them. 

When che loft War began, the French 
were indeed formidable, they poſſeſs'd all 
the Spaniſh Dominions with a Torrent of 
Succeſs, and the- Confederates had a me- 
lancholy Proſpe& before them z the French 
at once got all the ſtrong Towns in the Ne- 
therlands into their Poſſefſign, and made 
the Dutch Forces in them Priſoners ; Na- 
mure, that coſt ſo much Blood, was. gain d 
without a Stroke ftruck z the Barrier to the 
States-General-was entirely . taken away, 
and the Dutch fell to fortifying Sluys and 
Bergen-op-z00m, Towns of their own Fron- 
tiers 3 Portugal came into. their Intereſt ; 
the Bavarian revolted to them, and threat- 
ned the Imperial Throne ;. the Germans 
were driven back on: of 7tely, and the French 


appear'd az the Gates of the City of Trey. 


Thus the Confederates had all their Way: 


to fight up Hill—And it is fiot to be won- 
der'dat, if Facobitiſm carry'd its Head high, 
when the Confederates Tere under theſe 
Circumftances —2>— GOD alone cloſed: 
the Eyes of the French from their Adyanta- 
ges, and prevented their ſetting their Feet- 
in Scotland, while che Cenfederacy were 
embarrafs'd with the yet unbroken Power: 
of the two Crowns, and would have been 
but in an- jll Condition to have the War 


- brought ſo near their own Doors 


Had he landed the Pretender in Scotland at: 
that time; and ſent him 10000 Men, which/ 
he could have ſpar'd better than he can now» 
ſpare 20003 had he puſh'd his Interet 
there, as'he_did among the Malecontents in. 
Hungary—He had made Scorhend the Seat of. 
a bloody War, he had ruin'd the Hopes ob 
that Glorious Union, which he has ſince av 
ſtill and ſeen concluded to his infinite Re- 
gret, not being in aCondition to hinder it- 

But miſſing this Opportunity, pray, Gen- 
tlemen, will you examine his preſent Cir- 
cumftances, .and by what Steps your Cauſe 
has ſunk to.a State of Deſperation, and you 
ſhall ſoon fee, whether jt is not wholeſoris 
Advice -to perſwade you to quit a Party, 
_ mutt quickly quit you and your Cauie 
t 


While France was puſhing her Glory in 
Italy, and Vienna it ſelf trembled at the Ap» 
proach of the Duke of Bevaris, the Allies 
made the beſt of their Time on this Side z 
the- Engliſh by Negotiation +brought the 
King of Portugal and the Duke of Savoy off 
from the French Interet—And laid a Foun- 
dation of two new Scenes of AQion in Spain - 
and in Piemont At the ſame time 
the Duke of Mzr}borough carry'd on the 
War with unexpeRted Succeſs, and clear'd 
the French out of Spaniſh Guelderland, Liege; . 
Limburgh, and they ſaw themſelves deliver'd © 
from the Neighbourhood: of an Enemy, 
which was ſo uneaſte to them: - 

- And now the Aﬀairs of Germany grow - 
deſperate, and the Empire was at the Briok 
of Rain, when- the Dake of Marlborough * 
with the Confederate Army made that flu- - 
pendious March into the Heart of Germany, - 
and puſbing into Bavaria, making War in 
earneſt, drove the French and Bavarian to 
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the Necellity of a Battle, and' gaye them 
the greateſt Overthrow that has been re- 
ceiv'd by any Army. in. Europe, fince the 
great Battle of Leipfick between the Impe- 
rialifts and the Swedes. 

Ecom this Time by a Series of Succefles, 
and with little or no Interruption, the Af. 
fair of Spgin excepted, the French Afﬀairs 
have gone down-hill, rhey have indeed born 
up under the greateſt Loſſes, that ever any 


' Empire ftlood with z the Romax Empire was 


at the Brink of Ruin by the one Battle of 
Canna, and Carthage, bidding fair for being 
Miftreſs of the World, fell with half the Loſs 
that France has ſtood under—Nay, and did 


notHeaven apparently fight againft Frence, - 


and joyn with the Confederate Arms by ad- 
ding Famine to the Sword, it might fill be 


doubted, whether Fraxce would not re. 


cover Breath after ſo many. mortal Wounds. 
But from the Battle of Zockſted, France 


has gone down, ſhe has loft all Beudrie; 


with all the Acquiſitions of that revolted 


Duke in Suabia and Franconts in one Cam- 


paign—And being driven back in a, ſhatter'd 


mniſerable Gondition, loſt the ftrong Town 
» of Landau tbe very ſame Campaign. 


In traly, ſhe has loſt the great. Battle of 
Turin ; and has been content, for-ſaviog the 


'Remainder of her Armies, to quit her Foot- 


ing in Italy, and bas fince ſeen the Enemy 
puſhing into Dauphine and Provence, and 
*-is now With the utmoſt Difficulcy that ſhe 
defend; her own Frontiers, | 

In Flanders, ſhe loſt the great Battle of 
Ramellies—Has been oblig'd to quit Flex- 
ders, and is now in the utmoſt Terror. up- 
on. Juſt Apprehenſions of ſeeing: the Con- 
federate Armies at the Gates of. Paru- 


Under all theſe-Diſaſters, ſhe is naw la- 


bouring, and firuggling with Famine and. 
Wait of Bread—— H-r publick. Credit 
ruin'd, the Circulation. of Morey Rop'd, 
and the whole Kingdom in Confuſion 
While ſ-nfible -ecough if her Conditjon, 
ſhe is ſuing for Peace upon the beſt Terms 
the can get. | |
